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REMARKS 

Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-30 are pending. Claims 16-20 have been canceled without prejudice or 
disclaimer of the subject matter claimed therein. 

Claims 1-18, 21-23, 25-28, and 30 have been amended to conform with U.S. patent 
practice, to correct typographical errors, and to delete the recitation of "or an in vivo 
hydrolysable ester". The amendments to the claims do not introduce prohibited new matter. 

Applicants reserve the right to file divisional and/or continuation applications to pursue 
the subject matter deleted from the claims as originally filed. 

Objections of the Claims 

Claims 4-9 and 12-30 are objected under 37C.F.R. §1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from another multiple dependent claim. 

Claims 16-20 have been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer of the subject matter 
claimed therein. Claims 4-9, 12-15, 21-23, and 25-30 have been amended to depend from claim 
1 . Accordingly, the claims as they stand are in proper form. 

Rejection of the Claims Under 35 U.S.C. $112, First Paragraph 

Claims 1-3, 10 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph as allegedly 
lacking enablement for an in vivo hydrolysable ester of a compound of formula (1). 

Without acquiescing to the propriety of the rejection, Applicants have amended the 
claims to delete the phrases "in vivo hydrolysable ester" in the interest of expediting prosecution 
of the application. Accordingly, the rejection is deemed moot. 

U.S. Patents and Pending U.S. Applications 

Applicants respectfully provide the status of pending U.S. applications with the same 
assignee that may be considered to be technically related for the Examiner's consideration.
